Againft  Piracy  and  Robbing 
upon  the  Sea. 

'HERE AS  divers  great  Diforders,  wicked  practices  & 
degradations  have  been  and  are  frequently  committed 
by  feveral  of  His  Majefiies  Subjects  in  and  upon  the 

-  acta,  fv  the  grcav  damage  and  prejudice  of  His  Maje- 
fiies Allies,  and  contrary  to  Treaties  of  Peace,  and 
the  pood  Ccrrelpondenct  which  ought  to  be  maintained  amongih  Christian 
Kino-s  Princes,  and  States  is  thereby  leffened  and  impaired.  And  whereas", 
alfo  divers  ef  His  Majefiies  Subjects  have  and  do  commit  divers  Inhumane 
and  Hofiile  Ails  and  Depradations  upon  the  Subjects  and  Allies  of  divers 
Princes  and  States  in  Forreign  Farts,  in  amity  with  His  Majefiy  j  which  by 
nafon  of  the  remoteness'  of  the  place  where  the  Fail  was  committed,  can  ve- 
ry rarely  be  proved  by  witnefs  indifferent,  and  many  times  Kill  and  Murder 
fuch  per  fens  being  in  the  Ship  or  Boat  where  fuch  O fences  are  perpetrated, 
which  fhould  bear  witnefs  againfi  them  in  that  behalf.  And  whereas  di- 
vers perfons  to  whom  private  Commiffions  of  War  are  granted,  do  many 
times  take,  rob  and  jpo'd  the  Ships,  Goods  Merckandiz.es,  and  things  be- 
longing to  the  Subjects  of  Princes  and  States  in  Amity  with  the  Crown  of 
England,  and  Burn,  Sink  or  Defiroy  fuch  Ships  or  Vtffels  wherein  fuch 
Goods,  Merchandises  and  Things  were  taken,  that  the  fame  may  not  be 
discovered  and  known,  contrary  to  the  intent  and  weaning  of  the  Granting
